MADISON, Wis., 
May 6—While 


tho special session of the Wisconsin 
legislature will not adjourn sine die 
until early thls,week, all business was 
practically cleaned "ip Saturday, and 
nearly all of the members of both 
houses have left for thoir homes. Gov. 
McGo'vern's prediction that the session 
would not last more than one week 
came true. Organization preliminary 
to tho meeting of'the legislature, and 
the fact that neither house 
spent 


much time on matters not 
strictly 


within.the provisions of tne call made 
this possible. 


The last important act of the leg- 


islature was the killing of the water- 
power bill In the senate Saturday af- 
ternoon. 


Nineteen Bills Passed 


During the 
session 
twenty-eight 


bills wore introduced in the assembly, 
nineteen were passed, one was non- 
concurrod in, and the remainder fell 
by the .wayside. "Three joint resolu- 
tions and four assembly 
resolutions 


were Introduced in the lower house. 


Thirteen bills were Introduced in 


the senate, live, were passed and eight 
were killed. Thro* joint resolutions 
and three senate resolutions were in- 
troduced in the upper house. 


Many members were 
anxious 
to 


have the legislature adjourn sine die 
Saturday, but several bills are still in 
the enrolling room, and until these 
reach the governor for his signature 
tliera can be no final adjournment. 


The closing debate on tho water- 


power bill was followed with much 
interest by members ofc the asseml')ly 
who crowded into the small sena.te 
quarters to hear the argument. 


Debate on Waterpower Bill 


When the bill came up in tho sen- 


ate Senator Browne moved for a re- 
consideration on the Sanborn amend- 
ment providing that the first franchise 
under the act should be for twenty 
years, and that at the expiration .of 
thla time tho franchise may bo renew- 
ed for another twenty years. Then 
followed a long argument in which 
Senators Browne, Gaylord and ICileen 
spok-e against the bill and the amend- 
ment. 


Senators Husting and Sanborn took 


the othor side of the question. The 
Browne motion prevailed by a vote of 


16 to 14. Senator Lyons made a mo- 
tion that the bill offered by Senator 
Husting as a substitute for the ad- 
ministration bill be indefinitely post- 
poned. Senator Husting and Senator 
Blaine followed with a long argument 
on the merits of the measure. 


Hustlng Substitute Killed 


The Sanborn amendment was finally 


reenactcd, and then the Husting sub- 
stitute indefinitely postponed by a 
vote of 14 to 12. That was the test 
•vote,' and disclosed that the senate 
would not pass a water power bill at 
the special, session. 
The final act, 


bringing to'a close further discussion 
on this subject, came when the senate 
refused to engross the administration 
wator~powar bill. 
'

Limited and Unlimited Parcels Post 


N Christian Science Monitor: 
Most 


obvious of the dangers confronting the 
domestic parcels post movement is the 
proposition that 
tho 
government 


should from.the beginning adopt the 
system as a whole. The government 
at present is in no position to adopt it 
as a whole. The introduction of the 
parcels poet system, 
if 
the results 


would be satisfactory, muet be oven 
more gradual than was the intro- 
duction of th« postal savings bank 
system. 
To Inaugurate the parcels 


carrying buslnoss as a reg'jlar branch 
Of the postal service will require an 
army of public servants, nt least par- 
tially trained In this line of work. 
To train them it will be necessary to 
give them some practical experience. 
In no • way can this be better done, 
we believe, than by adopting the sys- 
tem in one of the least hurried and 
least congested branches of tho ser- 
vice. Tho free rural delivery branch 
affords this opportunity. 


Lot the parcels post be inaugurated 


In ever so modest a way and 'it. will 
soon ' make itself generally felt. 
It 


cannot bo long- in operation on rural 
or one-office routes before there will 
be a demand for it in the larger com- 
munities. 
When this demand can ba 


no longer resisted it will be well if 
the government la then prepared to 
draw upon the rural delivery service 
for .an efficient corps of instructors. 


It Is quite IHtely that the zone sys- 


tem will finally be adopted' in this 
country, as It-haSibecn abroad, with 
great success. 
This, of oourso, will 


Involve more complication than a flat 
rate, but it will be more Just. At tho 
same time it will demand intelligent 
and even expert hAndMn*, more,intel- 
ligent and «»oort tlj^ij th« private 


developed, and friends of. the parcels 
post will bo wise if they bo content 
with normal growth rather than to 
bo insistent upon a forced or ready- 
made system. For the latter the ap- 
propriations must necessarily be very 
great, much greater than congress will 
be willing to vote on the eve of a 
presidential election. For the former 
the appropriations will be compara- 
tively modest, and there Is ample as- 
surance that no financial risk need be 
taken. There Is avery reason for be- 
lieving that the incorporation of the 
parcels post with tho rural free de- 
livery will greatly augment the pos- 
tal revenues from tho start.

Into the lake is flowing from the river 
filthy and germ laden water and that 
is the water, it Is claimed, that.is bo- 
Ing pumped into the homes of the 
city. 


The artesian wells throughout the 


city supplied water to hundreds of 
homes Saturday and Sunday and no 
doubt, that-water will be continued to 
be used ,for a long time to come. The 
wells in the First ward and at the fac- 
tories of the J. I. Case Threshing Ma- 
chine Co., Mitchell-Lewis Motor Co- 
American Seating Co., Elsendrath Tan- 
ning Co., and at -Mound cofnetery 
furnished water to patrons of the Ra- 
cine Water company. 
People would 


come from different parts of the city, 
carrying nails or bottles and obtain 
supplies of water which would be car- 
ried home. 
• . 


It was' claimed that the cause of 


the water 'of the lake being in such 
condition was due to ttrej-ecent storm 
which swept the lake or\hat one of 
the mains croesing the river had bro- 
ken and 'river water entered the mains, 
but neither of those causes were cor- 
rect as the water now being pumped 
through the mains is shore and river 
water.

Pencils Message ToJBrother 


In East, Telling Him of 
Love for Racine Woman- 
Was His "Affinity"? 


Because he had an affinity who is a 


married woman and lie could not pos- 
sess her for his own, John F. Walsh, 
a laboring man between. 40 and 50 
years of age, committed suicide some- 
time Saturday night by takings-carbolic 
acid. His body wa's discovered early 
Sunday morning beside the tracks of 
tho Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way, a little over two blocks south of 
the Racine Junction railway station. 


Those who first saw the body noti- 


fied Charles W. Pansch, deputy sher- 
iff and watchman of the Pierce Motor 
Co., residing at 162S East street. In 
turn Mr. Pansch notified the sheriffs 
of flee'and Coroner Jonas Hoyle was 
called and had the body removed to 
the Beffel Furniture company under- 
taking parlors. 


Find Empty Bottle 


An empty bottle which had contain- 


ed carbolic acid was packed up near 
the body, evidence that It had been 
drained by Mr. Walsh. On his person 
was found a workingman's card. Is- 
sued by the Racine Manufacturers' 
association and showing that he was 
employed at the MitcheU-Lewis-Motor 
company as laborer. 


There was a pocket-knife, handker- 


chief and some money in his pockets, 
also a small note book. On the leaf 
of the note book was written the fol- 
lowing, addressed to his brother, and 
briefly tells of his love or a woman 
for the first time:

1912—Dear 


Brother Tonv'73 Seymour street. Au- 
burn, N'ew York. Please excuse me 
for what I havu done. I have seen 
the \voman I love. It is all off. Be 
g_ood to my only love.

Came Here From N'ew York 


It was learned that Mr. Walsh came 


to Racine from Now York and he 
roomed with an old friend at 2012 
Racine street, being employed at the 
Mitchell-Lewis Motor Co. Later he 
changed his rooming place and stop- 
ped with Mr. and Mrs. William H. 
Taylor, 717 Center street.. 


Mr. and Mrs. Taylor m«t him on 


Saturday afternoon, 
near Fourteenth 


street, talked with him for a short 
time and walked Quito a distance with 
him and when they separated 
Sir. 


Walsh told them that he was going to 
visit Father Naughtin of St. 
Rose 


church, and that he was going to sign 
the pledge and never Indulge in liquor 
again, a habit to which he was ad- 
dicted.

Coroner Hoyle sent a message to 


Thomas Walsh of Auburn, N. Y., no- 
tifying him of the suicide. Last night 
he received an answer, the brother 
stating that he would take the first 
train for Racine. 


There appears to be little doubt but 


that the woman with whom Mr. Walsh 
f«ll in love with Mrs. Taylor, in fact, 
her husband admits that he believes 
that Mr. Walsh became smitten with 
his wlfo and that ho called her atten- 
tion to the fact and warned her to bo 
careful.

nent typo, than should merchants or 
corporation be compelled to parade 
names of those interested in the busi- 
ness prominently upon every wrapper 
or paper sent out. 
If it is argued tho 


public should 
know to whom 
re- 


spohslbllty attaches, the answer is 
that any of the public 
aggrieved, 


never have the slightest' trouble in 
rm'ortalnlng who IB responsible. Then 
again the piibllo is precisely as much 
entitled to have 
knowladge 
of 
the 


nnme of ov<wy stockholder of every 
corporation and merchant whom they 
patronize, that In case of trouble, or 
r.oor service, or unjustillablc and un- 
civil treatment, they may seek the 
nearest stockholders and pursue them. 
This Is the meaning of the argument 
made in defense of the bill. This mea- 
sure, if law, compels every newspaper 
publisher to print In a conspicuous 
place the names of its editors, publish- 
ers, and stockholders, and in all edi- 
tions.

THE HEAVENS IN MAY. 


,By Prof, Eric Doollttle of the University of Pennsylvania. 


A bright new star discovered. 
Both Mercury and Venus to be seen in the morning. 


The Moon will pass the brightest star of Scorpion May 30th. 


As the months o« spring go by 


we see the brilliant winter constella- 
tions sink steadily lower in the 
western heavens, while in the east 
the Interesting summer groups ap- 


alter another, to take 
pear, one 
their places. Already the magnifi- 
cent Dog Star has wholly withdrawn 
from the evening sky, while of the 
brfllia.'nt Taurus and Orion, only the1 
eastaromoet stars still linger for' ai 
briet tlmo, almost on the western 
horizon, before finally leaving us to 
be soon no more until the approach 
of another winter. 


THE SPRING STARS. 


Stretching almost all the way 


across the heavens la the south is 
th« long Water Snake, bearing the 
Cup and the Crow on its back, and 
abore this we qee the large, faint 
group of the Virgin, whose brightest 
star Splca, Is a wonderful double 
sun; the brightest sun, which we 
see as this star revolves forever 
abort a great dark and unseen com- 
panion with a speed of more than 50 
mites a second. The star at B is 
another kind of .double-nun system, 
for even In a very small telescope 
(one of an aperture of an Inch -or 
less) we may Bee that there are here 
two bright, bluish stars, each of 
-which Is separately'visible, though 
they appear very close together. • In 
this system one sun. requireb about 
180 years to complete a revolution 
about the other; the path is so flat- 
tened that when nearest together 
the two suns must by their mutua 
attractions cause 
enormous 
tidal 


disturbances' in one another.. At such 
times it is to be. expected that great 
alterations may be observed In the 
intensity and character 
of 
their 


light, a matter that will doubtless be 
carefully studied at tho time of their 
next nearest approach in the year 
2016. 
In contrast with this widely 


separated system, the bright Splca 
revolves about its obscure compan- 
ion In a period of only four days. 


High 
above 
the 
Virgin there 


shines the constellation of Bootes, 
or the Driver, whose brightest star, 
Arctunis, is a wonderful object. A 
study of the light of this golden-yel- 
low star shows us that it Is a sun In 
very nearly the same condition as 
our own sun, bat almost inconceiv- 
ably larger and brighter. For the 
apparent brilliance of Arcturus does 
not arise from its nearness to us; 
In fact, this star is so very far away 
that its distance cannot be measured 
by any means which we at present 
possess. We know, however, that its 
light requires at least 100, and prob- 
ably 300 or 300, years to come to us. 
and that It is many thousands of 
times brighter than our own sun. 
Could OUT sun be removed into toe 
depths of space and placed beside 
Arcturus, it would appear to us as a 
faint tenth-magnitude star, wholly 
invisible, oven in a small telescope. 


There are no less than seven of 


the brightest stars of the sky which 
are so far away from us that their 
distance cannot be measured. Ono of 
these is the brightest star of Orion 
(at A, Figure 1). but this, unlike 
Arcturus is in a very different con- 
dition from our own sun. It has 
apparently proceeded much farther 
In Its derelopmeot, and IB approach- 
ing the point of extinction. 


To the east of Bootes'is the deli- 


cate arc of stars known as the 
Northern. Crown, 
or 
Ariadne's 


Crown of which the star at D, is 
sometimes called the Pearl of the 
Crown. This star IB receding from 
us at the rate of twenty miles each 
second. Indeed, all of the stars of 
the sky aro m motion in all imagin- 
able directions, bot so immensely 
far ft»e ther away from ns that we 
cannot usually perceive any change 
in their positions tattl after the 
lapse of hundreds, or oven thou- 
sands of years. Thns, Arctnnia, for 
example, which IE moving with won- 
derful swiftness, requires more than 
1000 years to alter its position In 
the heavens an amount so great as 
the apparent distaace across the face 
of the moon.

The 
observer should also not fall to ex- 
amine the wonderful star-cluster at 
E about one-third of the way from 
the star F to the star G. Hero there 
are 60,000 stars crowded together in 
a compact cluster, which may be 
seen with a small telescope, or even

known. They always appear sud- 
denly, rising from. Invisibility to 
great brilliance within a few days, 
or even within a few hours. They may 
remain shining .conspicuously In the 
sky for a few days, weekri, or even 
months, but- Boon they begin to 
grow rapidly fainter until finally 
they appear to sink Into very faint, 


weaken its crust and enable the im- 
prisoned gasses to rush out. Some 
istronomers think St more probable 
that the outburst is caused by thn 
near approach of two dark suns, tho 
enormous gravitational pull which 
results tearing apart the crust of 
one of the stars and thus enabling 
the hot, Inner material to escape as 
before. Still others believe that the 
wonderful brilliance is du-o to an 
explosive outburst in tho body o£ S 
slowly-Bhrlnking star, and that no 
outside Influence need be Imagined 
to account for it. What the cause 
of so -enormous an explosion can 
be we do not know, and, Indeed, the 
whole matter Is one of the many 
problems in astronomy still await- 
ing solution. 
THE PLANETS IN MAT. 


Mercury is a morning star, reach- 


ing Sts greatest distance west of the 
sun o» the afternoon of May 13. 
For a few days before and after 
this date it may be found shining 
brightly in the dawn, almost due 
east, rising about 1 hour 30 min- 
utes before sunrise. 
- 
Venus is also a morning star, but is 


too near the sun to be well observed. 
On May 1 It rises 1 hour 5 mta--: 
utes before sunrise, which time Is ; 
lessened to but 40 minutes by the; 
end of the month. It will not nn-| 
ally pass the sun and become an' 
evening star until July 5. 
Mars moves very rapidly eastward

Saturn passes the sun and enters 


the- morning sky at noon on May H. 
On May 37, at 4 P. M, It passes 
Venus, but both bodies are then too 
near the sun to be well observed. 


Uranus Is low In the morning sKy 


in the constellation Capricornus. 


Neptune Is In Gemini and Is still 


in good position for observation 
with tie telescope. On May 12, at 
10 P. M., the planet Mars in tta 
eastward motion passes exactly 2 de- 
grees 9 minutes north of Neptune; by 
bringing the bright planet exactly 
in the center of the field of the 
telescope at this time, and then in- 
clining the telescope southward an 
amount equal to twice the diameter 
of the moon, Neptune will be seen in 
the center of the field. It has tbe 
appearance of a flint, ninth-magni- 
tude star, but may be recognized by 
its more steady glow and by Its 
greenish color. 
On May 30, at 5 P. M. (Eastern 


Standard Time), the moon will pass 
ttrs brightest star of tie Scorpion. 
Observers In some of the western 
parts of our country will see this 
bright, red star hidden from view 
by our satellite, while in other re- 
gions the two objects will merely 
be seen vury near together, the 
lower edge of the moon appearing to 
almost graze the star.

cd in Europe by the existence of the 
vast glaciers of the Alps, The Rocky 
Mountains, In their 
middle course, 


had relatively little snow and almost 
no true glaciers, 
and consequently 


there were no scenes of this kind in 
the United States comparable with 
those that occurred in tho hearth of 
Europe. 


After the alarm caused by the dark- 


ness in September had died out, and 
the long spell of 
continuous clear 


skies began, the summer resorts of 
Switzerland were crowded as they had 
seldom been. 
People 
were 
driven 


there by the heat, for one thing; and 
then, owing to the early melting of 
the -winter's 'deposit of snow, the Alps 
presented themselves In a new aspect. 


Mountain climbers found it easy to 


make ascenta upon peaks which had 
always hitherto presented great diffi- 
culties on account of the vast snow- 
flelds, seamed with dangerous crev- 
asses, which hung upon their flanks. 
These were now so far removed that

Alps was inconceivable, and the effect 
of the sudden denudation 'ipon 
the 


mountains themselves was 
ghastly. 


Their seamed and 
cavernous sides 


stood forth, gaunt and naked, a reve- 
lation of nature in her most fearful 
aspects such'as men had never looked 
upon. Mont Blanc, without its blanket 
f)f snow and ice, towpred 
like 
the 


blackened ruin of a. fallen world, a 
eight that made the beholders shud- 
der.But this flood ended as suddenly as 
It had begun. When tho age-long ac- 
cumulations of snow had all melted 
the torrents ceased to pour down from 
the mountains, and Immediately the 
courageous and industrious inhabi-

The new election law prohibits all 


candidates, including presidential dele- 
gates, from 
printing or circulating 


any political matter regarding them- 
selves, except that, printed in the stata 
official pamphlet. 
This is to .cost a 


big pile of money, and as the Oregon 
plan, which we have copied, cost thai 
state $11,000, it will cost our state 
much more to print and to circulate. 
The book may comprise somewhere 
around 100 pages and to get Its money 
back the state will levy a tax of $300 
for each candidate's write up. 
Since 


this write up ft not compulsory, ot 
course the <;andidate may save this, 
but since he is permitted no other 
way of publicity, it is virtually a state 
monopoly, and a state monopoly ia 
precisely what we are gradually com- 
ing to. 
This Oregon plan was adopted by 


Wisconsin, but whether or not the sub- 
sequent Oregon j?lan 
of repudiating 


the responsible, authors for their pri- 
mary preferential and primary plani 
by which even the majority of political 
parties were denied representation, la 
not yet known. It may be. 


No write ups -nay be secured In tha 


newspapers, because the gag political 
law forbids. Candidates may spend a 
few dolars, a very few, and every fav- 
orable comment of a candidate must 
be prefixed with tho words, "paid for 
political matter," etc. 
The state own« 


and controls and operates tho mon- 
opoly of write ups and charges In 1U 
official book at the rate of $800 per.
